Washington, December 16.—(Special.)—

velt, if his present plans carry. The 
president has given the referee system 
a trial] and the results have not been 
altogether to his liking. Mech as he 
blames what he calls “yellow poli- 
ticlans and newspapers” for the il] will 
against him in the south, the president, 
it is said, feels that some of the repuDii- 
can referees have been far from happy 
in some of the recommendations they 
have made to him for appointments. It 
is not the fact that they have recom- 
mended republicans or the fact that they 
have, in some cases, recommended ne- 
eroes for offices, but the intense dissat- 
lefaction which many of his southern 
appointments have given that hes call- 
ed the attention of the president to the 
fact that all is not right with the sys- 
tem. 

Throughout the sovih, the presidént 
has a number of business men, who, 
while not in politics, occasionally come 
through Washingten, and cali at the 
white house either to renew a former 
acquaintance with the president, or are 
irtroduced through a mutual § /riend.

December 16. — The 
senate today, by a vote of 44 to 
23, passed the Philippines civil gov- 
ernment bill. The final vote was 
preceded by the presentation of many 
amendments and a general discussion of 
them as well as of the provisions of the 


Washington, 


- bill. The discussion was confined quite 


generally to the merits of the measure. 
On some of the amendments suggested 
by democratic senators several western 
republicans voted in the affirmative, but 
Mr .McCumber was the only republican 
who voted with the democrats against 
the final passage of the bill. 

The most notable change made during 
the day was the lowering of the rate of 
interest on railroad bonds to be guaran- 
teed by the Philippine government from 
4 to & per cent. ’ . 

_ Notable Change. 

The bill as passed exempts from taxa- 
tion all bonds issued by the Philippine 
and Porto Rico governments; authorizes 
municipalities in the Philippines to in- 
our 2. bonded indebtedness amounting 
to 5 per cent of the assessed valuation 
of their property at 5 per cenc interést,; 
authorizes the Philippine government to 
incur a bonded indebtedness of $5,000,000

Government Doesn’t Want Him in 
Conference with the Woman.

_ lowed in Jail. 


Toledo, Ohio, December’ 16.—United 
States Judge Wing here this afternoon 
issued an order to the effect that no vis- 
tors are to be permitted to see Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick unless they have an 
order from -United States Marshal 
Chandler. The order is designed to preverm 
President Beckwith, of the Oberlin bank, 
from seeing Mrs. Chadwick. 


Cleveland, Cuio, December 1!6.—Mrs. 
Chadwick will from now on until the 
time of her trial, or arraignment in court, 
be rigidly excluded from all visitors, and 
even her son and nurse will be denied 
‘ permission to see her except on the 
written order of United States Marshal 
Chandler. 

This afternoon at 3 o’cloc. an order 
was received at the jai] by Sheriff Barry 
directing him to deny all people the 
privilege of seeing her, and he at once 
ofdered that the nurse, Freda Swan- 
strom, who was then in the jail with 
Mrs. Chadwick, be ordered to leave, This 
action was in direct opposition te an 
order of United States Marshal Chandler, 
issued yesterday, in which he directed 
that Emil Hoover, fhe son of Mrs. 
Chadwick, and the nurse, should be ad- 
mitted at any time to see Mrs. Chad- 
wick. 

Nurse and Son Barred. 

“The order applies to .w.em as well as 
to anybody else,’’ said fhe sheriff, ‘“‘and 
I will ignore the order of Marshal 
Chandler. This is a county jail, and the 
federal authorities have nothing to Say 
about its administration. .i they don’t 
like the way I run it, I guess they can 
take thefr prisoners to some other jail.” 

Sherif!’ Barry has done _ everything 
possible for the comfort of Mrs. Chad- 
wick, and the implication carriéa by 
Judge Wing's order, that he was allow- 
ing too many people to see her was not 
pleasing to Tiim. 

“Young Hoover and the nurse have 
been making trouble ever since Mrs, 
Chadwick has been here,” he added. 
“They have been saying that too many 
peopie were allowed ¥o see Mrs. Chad- 
wick, and now | think that tuey will 
keep out of here themselves. ° 

Turning to a deputy, he repeated his 
orders to have the nurse leave the jail 
at once, and a few minutes later Miss 
Swanstrom passed through the sheriff's 
office on her way to the street. 

Sheriff Barry further declared that no 
visitors to Mrs. Chadwick would be per- 
mitted to see her except in the regular 
visitor hours at the jail, which are from 
one to three o’clock on every day except 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. 

No More Jail Episodes. 

The order of Judge Wing put a period 
to the episodes at the jail, and her at- 
torneys declared this afternoon that there 
would be no further developments in the 
legal end of the case until Mrs. Chad- 
wick was brought into the courts either 
for arraignment or trial.

Impressive Funeral Cere- 
monies of the Great Boer 
at Pretoria, 


Pretoria, December 16.—The funeral of 
Fau] Kruger, former president of the 
Transvaa] republic, took place here to- 
day. 

The day was gloomy and overcast, 
but an immense crowd of Britons and 
Beers filled the square opposite the hall 
to which the remains were removed 
after the churoh Services, 

‘Many Boers had trekked long distances 


to attend the obsequies of their former. 


leader, but Britons met the men of the 
ve'dt and mingled on the friendliest of 
terms. The Afrikander party was ofr- 
ficially represented by deputations from 
Cape Colony; Orange River and Natal. 
The speeches of eulogy were delivered 
by General Louis Botha, General Schaik- 
berger and Genera] Christian De Wet. 
General Botha read a 
Kruger exhorting them to preserve the 
Boer national spirit. The reading of 
this letter created a profound impres- 
sion. 

The procession to the cemetery was 
composed of fully 1,200 persons, whi'e 
the route through which it passed was 
thronged with people. Flags were half- 
masted, belis were tolled and under 
government orders minute guns were 
fired at the military depot.

John W. Mostelier, aged 69 yeart, a 
veteran of the civil war and a prominent 
citizen of Atlanta, died of heart fail- 
ure at 3:30 o’clock yesterday morning. 
The primary cause was Bright’s dis- 


ease. 

To Mr Mosteller is due a large por 
tion of the credit for the excellent con- 
dition,anq. growth of Grant park since 
ts establishment. In [/88!i, when the 
park was built, he was chosen for its 
superintendent. This position he ihneld 
for nearly twenty years, at the end of 
which time. he had to give it up on ac- 
count of failing health. It was during 
his superintendence that the park ob- 
tained its present eminence among the 
parks of the south, and to his zeal, faith- 
fulness and persistence ts probably due 
more than to anything else the magnifi- 
cent condit'on it is now in.

STRIKE CAN’T BE ENJOINED. 


Important Labor Decision by New 
York Court. 

New York, December 16.—Justice 
Jenks, of the appellate division of the 
New York state supreme court, handed 
down a decision today that an injunction 
against organizing a strike cannot stand. 
He modified an injunction to prevent a 
strike which had been issued by Justice 
Dickey, of the supreme court, in a suit 
brought by William F. Mills, William 
Kissam and other employees against the 
United (States Printing Company, of 
Ohio, the Intergational Stereotypers’ and 
FElectgeaypers’ Union and the New York 
Steneotypers’ Union, in which the plain- 
tiffs usked the court to prevent the union 
men from striking to force the printing 
company to discharge the non-union men.

IN PARDON CASE 


Jack Bone Must Hang Unless 
‘Shown To Be Crazy 


, 


. ‘Pris#®” Commission Declines To In- 
terfere in Case of Slayer of 
Floyd County Farmer. 
Governor Awaiting Af- 
fidavits. 


While F. W. Hail, the young son of 
Zach Hall, the MPloyd county farmer 
who was shot to death by Jack Bone, 


wes in Governor Terrell’s office yester- 
day urging him not to interfere with 
the sentence of the court, which con- 
demned the slayer to the gallows, Bone’s 
three sisters were sittmg inthe gov- 
ernor’s reception room waiting to urge 
him to grant a commutation to life im- 
prisonment to their erring brother. 

It was a pathetic scene. For hours the 
sisters, faithful to a brother who ha@ 
gone astray, waited in hope, only to 
learn last night that their brother must 
pay the penalty on the gallows Mon- 
day. There is only one road of es- 
cape and that is a siender thread. 

Last) year the legislature passed a law 
preventing a convicted -criminal]l from 
eppealing to the courts on the ground 
of Insanity, and providing that any ques- 
tion raised as to sanity should be deter- 
mined by a commission to be appointed 
by the governor, who should only ap- 
point such a commission after receiving 
affidavits showing probable insanity of 
the criminal affected. 

When the prison commission, after 
hearing the arguments yesterday morn- 
ing, finally decided that it could not rec- 
ommend a commutation to life impris- 
omment, F. W. Copeland, attorney for 
Bone, made a last appea] to the gov- 
ernor. Governor Terrell told him he 
would wait until today for him to pro- 
duce affidavits showing the probable in- 
sanity’ of Bone. Mr. Copeland hurried 
off to Rome last night with a view to 
getting the affidavits. In the event these 
affidavits are satisfactory the governor 
will appoint a commission to inquire into 
Bone'’s mental] condition. If the commis- 
sion reports that Bone is of sound mind 
he will be hanged on Monday in accord- 
ance with the sentence. If his mind is 
unbalanced he will be sent to the state 
asylum wmntil he is reported recovered, 
when the sentence of the court will be 
executed. But there is many a Slip 
‘twixt the cup and gallows, and any 
chance of escape is welcomed. 

Bone killed Farmer Zach Hah, it is 
said, in cold blood. The motive for 
the crime is said to have been revenge 
because he thought Hall had him sent 
to the chaingang. The chief ground of 
the request for commutation Was in- 
sanity. iGovernor ‘Terrell ‘will decke 
Bone’s fate this afternoon. 

Many Pardons Granted. 

The prison commission did not act 
upon the case of former Senator W. ry 
Dodd at this session. The -parties urg- 
img Mr. Dodd’s pardon did not appear 
before the commission, and it was de- 
cided to let the case go over until Janu- 
ary. <A similar course was pursued with 
regard to the case of R. A. Keith, of 
Atianta, who is serving a life sentence 
im the penitentiary for the murder of J. 
A. Wall amd for whom an application for 
pardon has been made.

Over 40,000 Georgians Visited 
the Georgia Building, 


Commissioner Giascdck Barrett Says 
That No State Was Better Ad- 
vertised at the St. Louis 
Exposition — Several 

Ccizonist Schemes. 


“I don’t care what may have been 
speni whether it was a million or a hun- 
dred thousand, no state was better ad- 
vertised at the St. Louis exposition than 
was Georgia,’’ said Assistant Commis- 
sioner Glascock Barrett, who has just 
returned from St. Louis, where he has 
had charge of the Georgia building dur- 
ing the world’s fair. 

.“TI made special inquiries with regard te 
the other states,’’ Mr. Barrett continued, 
“and I am satisfied that none of them 
attracted more universal] attention than 
did Gegssia, both in her building and 
through her exhibits.” 

Mr, Barrett will at once begin the 
preparation of his report to Governor Te: 
rell, covering all matters of importance, 


‘both in connection with the building and 


such of the exhibits as he had charge 
of. He remained in St. Louis for some- 
time after the close of the expositwa tv 
superintend the packing of the furniture 
in the building and portions of Georgia’s 
exhibits, and these are expected to arrive 
within the next day or two.- All of the 
furnishing of the Georgia Dbutiaiug. ai. 
has been stated in The Constitution, have 
been donated by the cotiuteson to the 
Georgia Orphan’s Home, at Macon, and 
will be sent there upon their arrival.

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BUILDING BOOM FOR ALBANY. 


Many Thousand Dollars Will Be 
Invested Next Year. 

Aibany, Ga. December 16.—(Special.)—
